The 
sleet storm had something to do with it, 
to be sure, but the cold, dry and freezing 
weather afterwards had mote. The crop 
generally in this part of the state will be 
lighter than last year. I should say it 
would drop oil' probably one-fourth, and 
I guess it is safe to call it a half. The 
trouble is, the frost v, ent out with dry 
weather am] left the ground dry, and the 
wheat perished for want of water."

How to Tint Wliite Lace. 


In reply to a question "bow best 


to get a yellow tint for white lace?" 
safl'ron is suggested 
It dissolves in 


cold water as easily as indigo, and 
various beautiful, ciearny tints can 
be obtained, varying according to tho 
amount of saffron used. First, ex- 
periment with a bit of refuse lace, 
and take care that the yellow tint 
be Dot too deep. For tulles and 
fichus that aro ironed and not merely 
stretched and pinned down, some 
powdered gum arable must be ad- 
ded to the saffron, and must be al- 
lowed to thoroughly melt and mis 
with the dys, thus giving it the same 
tone, color and crispness by dipping 
the lace or tulle (without twisting) 
into the solution of gum and saffron. 
To iron lace, fine muslin should be 
laid over it, and it should be ironed 
on the wrong side upon a thick blan- 
ket, so that the raised cords, etc., 
forming the pattern, shall not be 
pressed and flattened into the tulle 
ground. 
Very'choice laces should 


riot, oi1 course, bo ironed, but when 
every tiny point has been tacked in 
place upon a strip of flannel, it 
should be placed under a heavy 
weight.

Seeing 
that he was purposely stopped, Mr. Bra- 
den caught hold of the fellow and asked 
him what he meant. The rasoal seemed 
much agitated, and stepped aside, not, 
however, till Uncle Davy h,,d been jostled 
by a number of fellows who seemed anx- 
ious to get in the cars. Tho strange con- 
duct of the senrningly crazy fellow was 
all plain to Mr. Bradea shortly after 
when he found that bis pocket book, con- 
taining a number of valuable papers, a 
Mexican dollar coined in 1873, a silver 
piece coined in 1822 find just the age of 
Mrs. Braden, and a 85 gold piece of 1847.

Crops in Past Years. 


The Secretary of the Illinois State 


Board of Agriculture will soon publish a 
report of special interest to business men 
and farmers. In the report the wheat 
product is treated for a period of 23 years, 
(since 1860), there being simply a note 
added iu reference to the condition of the 
present or growing crop of winter wheat. 
It is shown that, in the period named, af- 
ter deducting tlie amount consumed iu 
the State, and the amount required for 
seed, there have been produced 408,075,- 
531 bushels for exportation, valued at 
S427,6-.'8,895. The yield last year was 
52,323,261 bushels, valued at 846,714,370. 
The yield of 1880,56,508,309 bushels, alone 
ixceeded this figure; but the value of the 
crop of 1S67, which was 355,000,000, was 
;he Irirgest for any year in the history of 
tbe State. It will probably be curious 
information to the country in general, but 
t is true, that iu the 23 years last past, 
beginning with 1860, there have been 10 
rears in which corn in Illinois has been 
raised at a loss, the net proSt per acre for 
he whole period being only §1.13.

favor upon the campaigns operated 
from Washington. 
If Mr. Lincoln 


is to be brought forwarded as a can- 
didate in 1884 there could happen no 
greater disaster to his interests than 
that which would be sure to follow 
the organization of a Washington 
boom in his favor. 
The people are 


naturally distrustful of everything 
that is nurtured in the noisome po- 
litical atmosphere of the 
capital. 


There is too much of intrigue, too 
much of "practical politics" in its 
worst phase lurking about Washing- 
ton to suit the tastes of the groat 
masses, who voto their preferences 
without any expectation of personal 
profit.

ants in these cases have to defeat the 
will of tho people should claim and 
receive no protection. 
Sooner or In- 


ter the state will fully appreciate tho 
uttor folly of its present course, and 
a race of criminals will be fostered 
who will regard ballot-box stuffing 
as an accomplishment rather than a 
crime. 
Affairs cannot always remain 


as they are, even in South Carolina, 
and the time will surely come when 
these evils will bring greater suffer- 
ing to the stato than all the fancied 
disgrace of having a colored man 
represent them in congress. A black 
representative is a far greater credit 
to South Carolina—be he over so 
black and ignorant—than a white 
man who was elected by fraud and 
occnpios his seat as a theft commit- 
ted against the people whom he dis- 
graces.

. THE FREE MAIL DELIVERY. 


A System that Decatur Can Have, but 


Not Until the nouses are 


Numbered. 


Tu conversation with Capt. E. P. Lytle, 


our postmaster, we learn that he has 
made application to the postoffice depart- 
ment at Washington, asking that Decatur 
be Riven the free delivery system of mail 
matter, on the ground that the Decatur 
office during the past two yews has done 
a business each year exceeding §20,000. 
The claim is a just one and under the 
law we are entitled to tho delivery sys- 
tem, so that we can have our letters and 
papers delivered without cost at our 
places of business and at our homes. 
But in order to secure this wished-for 
benefit all the business houses and resi- 
dences in the city on every street within 
the limits of the town must be numbered, 
so that the carriers may find the proper 
addresses with as great speed as possible. 
The numbering of the houses is all that 
the government requires of the city, and 
before the sj stem is given to this point, 
this demand must be met. In a few days 
a special agent of the postal department 
will visit Decatur to consult with Post- 
master Lytle and the city authorities 
about the matter, lu order to expedite 
things the city should proceed at once, 
and commence figuring on tho cost of 
numbering the houses.

THEKE is a movement ia Kussia, 


which is yet hardly mentioned by 
the press, that is destined to work a 
most powerful revolution in the em- 
pire. 
The Greek church is very like 


the popish, with the exception that 
it recognizes the czar as its head in- 
stead of the pope. It is a church 
more spiritually dead than any or- 
ganization that confesses the master- 
ship of Jesus Christ; it is a mass of 
corruption, venality, and ignorance. 
The scriptures are practically un- 
known in the Greek church, and a 
person would be far more likely to 
find a bible in a Mohammedan than 
a Bnssian village. The late czar be- 
fore his death gave orders that the 
bible be translated into the vernacu- 
lar of the country, and the work was 
at once commenced. Advance sheets 
of the gospel were sent to southern 
Kussia, and the people began to read 
them. 
In many of these villages 


the people met to read and study 
the leaves, the movement including 
the nobility. 
Without ministers and 


expounders, but by tho influence of 
the word itself, the most powerful 
religious revolution is going on in- 
side the Greek church all through 
southern Russia, and it is estimated 
that there are 10,000 classes in as 
many towns that aro engaged in this 
work, and that conversions have 
been 
almost 
unnumbered. 
The 


movement is followed by reforms in 
temperance, and the dirty, ignorant, 
lazy peasant is becoming a clean, in 
telligent and thrifty citizen. 
The 


character of the Russian villages in 
the whole region has been changed, 
and from being the seats of vice, de- 
pravity, and sin, have become the 
abodes of moral, thrifty and honest 
people. 
No similar work has been 


chronicled since Luther began his 
reform in the Romish church. 
It is 


believed that in this religious move- 
ment of the people of Russia is to 
be found the true solution of the ni- 
hilistic question, and, if the czar will 
foster and encourage it, a brighter 
and happier day may be in store for 
tho unhappy people of that magnifi- 
cent empire. 


THE following from an exchange 


indicates one method of the solution 
of the vexed liquor question: 


Prohibition has become a matter 


of business with the Missouri Pacific 
railroad company. 
Investigations 


of disasters which have been alarm- 
ingly frequent of late years, show 
that in many cases they were due to 
the use of intoxicants by the railroad 
employes, and the company has now 
issued a peremptory order that no 
one who uses intoxicants at all, ei- 
ther while on or off duty, shall re- 
main in its employ. This at first 
might seem as a severe rule, upon 
the principle that what one does 
whilo off duty is no concern of his 
employer. 
But the company has 


learned that intoxicants are too dan- 
gerous to be dealt with qualifiedly 
and hence they deal with them un- 
qualifiedly.

This will help the livery bu- 
siness, and will also hasten the sale 
of the residence lots, for buggies are 
the vehicles in which home is first 
thought of by many people.

rnd who can smile us into an appe- 
tite when stomach bitters are irnpo 
tent, and who will make the boarders 
regular at their meals.

DECATUR IN ITALY. 


itsresting Extracts from a Recent Letter 


\Vrltten by Mr. Lt, b. Burrows, 


Now ill Europe. 


ROME, March 1.—After my last letter 
rom Pisa we visited the Leaning Tower, 
.nd ascended to the top, find then to the 
Cathedral aud Baptistry. 
These three 


magnificent biddings are situated close 
ogethor, auil we were well paid by the 
grandeur of the view from the former and 
lie elegance of the latter. 
Our next 


)oint of interest was the Cnmpo Santo, a 
very large building, iii the open court o 
which is the holy cemetery, the earth o 
which consists of 70 ship loads brought 
rom Mt. Calvary. 
This took up the 


morning, and we left on the noon train 
or Rome, where we arrived at 9:30 p. m., 
and are very comfortably quartered at the 
lotel Continental, a splendid house, and 
inely situated. We started out yesterday 
morniug with a guide to undertake the 
reat work of seeing the sights o£ the 
Eternal City, and have now done two 
days hard work, with an excellent guide 
•md a carriage. I do not know whero to 
jegiu to tell you an) thing about it, nor 
could I write it all up m a week if 1 had 
:he time; but I must take time to mention 
3t. Peter's,where we climbed to the highest 
point allowed, viz., iuto the groat gilt ball 
on the dome, and St. Paul s; have visited 
the interior of 15 churches, the Coliseum, 
Forum, Appinn Way, Baths of Caraculn, 
the Vatican, the Castle of St. Augclo, 
Arches oC Titus, Septimus, Serviue, Cou- 
etantine and others, and old ruins without 
end, and yet I tod it very hard to realize 
that at last, after so many thoughts of 
Rome and its seemingly grenfc distance 
from home, that I am actually walking 
its historic streets and gazing in the 
originals of those wonderful pictures that 
are so familiar to school boys. 


NAPLES, March 3,—We left Rome yes- 


terday at 4 p. m., and arrived here at 11 
p. m. It was very cold when we left 
Borne, and we arrived here in a snowstorm, 
a very unusual thing here at any time of 
the year. This morning the weather waa 
so disagreeable and the wind so strong 
that it was almost impossible to get about, 
and so we devoted the time to the Na- 
tional museum, a very extensive one, and 
saw many noted works of art and all the 
wonderful curiosities exhumed from the 
ruins of Pompeii. This afternoon we 
again faced the wind and drove up on the 
high hill to the church aud monastery ot 
Snn Martiuo, several hundred feet above 
the city, and overlooking the bay, fur- 
nishing a view which will last in the 
memory a life time. The church and its 
chapels are said to be unsurpassed, in 
richness of architecture and decoration 
.in the world. Everything, including the 
walls and floors, are of the richest marble, 
from all parts of the world, while the in- 
terior decorations consist mainly of Mo- 
auic designs more elaborate thaa any we 
have seen elsewhere. 
We are much disappointed that it will 


be impossible to make the ascent of Mt 
Vesuvius on account of the snow. How- 
ever, we can see it very plainly from the 
city with its continuous streams of smoke 
and steam issuing from its crater, Naples 
jeing built on the side of high hillg 
mikea it a very hard place to get about. 
Part of tho city is beautiful, but much of 
t is as dirty a place as ever I saw in my 
_ife. Jt is the largest city in Italy, witli 
a population of 450,000, and as a city we 
might have liked it better under more 
lavorable circumstances of weather. 


FLORENCE, March Cth.—An hour's ride 


from Naples brought ua to Pompeii, and 
we spent three hours walking around 
among the ruins of that ancient city 
which, until recently uncovered, lay 
buried under an avalanche of lavn from 
Vesuvius for 1800 years. Up and down 
the streets we went on the original pave- 
ments, in and out of the old palaces and 
dwellings, still ahpwiug much of their old 
splendor of architecture and decoration. 
It was hard to realize its actual age and 
history. Everything has been cleaned of 
the lava and it remains to-day a deserted 
city, every house of which is more or less 
preserved. Of course the movable arti- 
cles found in the houses have all been 
removed to the museums, such as marble 
and bronze statnee, household furniture, 
elegant mosaics, hundreds of human forms 
and animals also. The stores still contain 
their marble counters, and in the houses 
are to be seen marble fountains, bath tubs, 
earthen jars, &c. Nearly every house is 
frescoed more or less, and some most 
elaborately, and these are well preserved. 


A night's ride from Naples brought n» 


at 6 a. m. to this the center of Italian art, 
and we have been cultivating the old 
masters in the galleries here to the best 
of our ability ever since we arrived. Our 
first day we spent mainly in the Ufizzi 
gallery and some few of the most noted 
churches. We had a letter of introduc- 
tion to a promising young Chicago artist 
who has spent the past three years here, 
and to whose kindness and artistic 
knowledge we are much indebted for as- 
sistance in seeing the art treasures here. 
Upon his invitation we had the pleasure 
ot spending a charming evening with a 
select coterie of seven "true bine" Ameri- 
cans, among them Mi. Larkin Mead, the 
designer of tho Lincoln monument, who 
was much pleased to find thai: I was per- 
sonally acquainted with Gov. Oglesby, 
and desired to be most kindly remembered 
to him. This afternoon we have spent at 
the Pitti Palace, and have had the benefit 
of our Chicago artist friend's knowledge 
in pointing out to us the most valuable 
pictures and statuary. Oh, what eights! 
If one can only remember a fractional 
part of it all ifc will be an education iv 
itself. We have much to see here yet, and 
shall proceed from here to Venice when 
we have had a little more of this the 
cleanest Italian city we have yet been in.
